Fifteen shots were fired, but 
Hall escaped unhurt. 

Yesterday the same band killed an 
Indian anda young squaw at Black 
Border very near Gilson’s ranch. 

Today at 10 o’block John Keyser and 
other cowboys were chased by a party 
of three Indians, seven miles south of 
Globe. Keyser escaped and came to 
town. Sheriff Thompson and a posse of 
@ine men and three scouts promptly 
started out to take the trail, which 
leads south toward San Pedro. Several 
detachments of troops and scouts are 
already inthe vicinity of San Pedro 
and others are following the trail. 
Strong hopes are entertained of cap- 
turing the renegades.

southern Pacific Kaked Again by the 
Traffic Asseciation. 

San Francisco, Oct. 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The annual meet- 
ing of the Traffic Association of Califor- 
nia was called to order at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon by Barry Baldwin, ‘irs: 
vice president of the association, Presi. 
dent Castle being absent by reason of 
illness. Secretary Haymes read a 
lengthy report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, in which, reviewing the history 
ofthe Southern Pacific Company, the 
committee says: 

The influence of this railroad corpora: 
tion on the State is not nor has it been for 
the good of the State.» By sheer force o} 
power it has terrorized the people, cor- 
rupted the politics of the State and exacted 
toll on traffic to the last ducat that the 
trafic would bear. The individual is 
sowerless to cope with such a powerful! 
corporation. While we believe that the 
l'raftic Association has the power, it has also 
the disposition to exercise that power im- 
dartially, dispassionately, consistently and 
in the interestsof the’people of the State. 
{t is the intention of your committee to use 
all honorable and legal meansto theend 
that that corporation, as a common carrier, 
shall hereafter respect the rights of the 
people and the law and will of tne State. 

Alengthy report by Manager Leeds, 
reviewing the work of the association, 
was then takenup. Heannounced that 
the association had taken a prominent 
part in the organization of the San 
francisco and Great Salt Lake road and 
that the future is promising.

A NEW OVERLAND ROUTE. 


Plans for Another Transcontinental Line 
in British America. 

Caicaco, Oct. 26.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Henry Croft, member of the 
Canadian Parliament from British Co- 
lumbia. is in the city getting Chicago 
capitalists interested in a scheme to 
build a new Canadian railway. He has 
already been remarkably successful and 
it ts expected over $5,000,000 will be 
pledged here to further the enterprise. 
The road will be known as the Canada 
Western and will be 1045 miles long, 
opening up thousands of miles of good 
grazing, timber, farming and mining 
lands. Land grants will be secured 
from Parliament this winter. Accord- 
ing to Croft, a construction company 
will build the road from Victoria to 
Setmour Narrows on Vancouver Island, 
and from Butte Inlet on the mainland 
through the Chilcotin, ; Cariboo and 
Peace River countries up to Yellow 
head Pass. 

The cost is estimated at #28,685.- 
000, including a ferry at the Narrows, 
but itis expected that the sale of land 
will amount to $48,122,500, to which 
may be added a cash subsidy of the Do- 
minion government of $4200 per mile, 
or $3,344,000 in all, making the total 
assets $46,466,000.

The Prisoner Becomes Nervous When 
the Latter Testifies. 

Tracing Up the Defendant's Motements 
After the Robbery — Deputy Witty 
Tells of the Arrest at the 
Evans House,

Fresno, Oct. 26.—-|By the Associated 
Press.| In the Sontag trial today 
George Roberts, the express messenger, 
told the story of the train robbery. 

‘How does the defendant compare 
with the man who entered the car as to 
voice, size and general appearance’’’ 
asked the District Attorney. 

“In my own mind, I am perfectly 
satisfied that he is the man who entered 
my car that night,’’ impressively 
answered the witness. 

The answer caused a flutter of excite- 
ment among the spectators. The pris- 
oner became nervous and whispered to 
his counsel. Roberts was then with- 
drawn, 

At the afternoon session the cross-ex- 
amination of Messenger Roberts was 
taken up. The whole story was gone 
over again, andthe witness did not 
deviate fromthe testimony given by 
him on his direct examination. One 
important point of his testimony con- 
flicted with Engineer Phipps. Phipps 
stated that the robber who seemed to be 
taking the lead and who is believed to 
have'been the defendant, had a Canadian 
accent. Roberts testified that he nad 
heard defendant's voice since the, rob- 
bery and it was like the voice of the rob- 
ber who treated himso,roughly. He did 
not notice, however, tnat he had a for- 
eign accent. 

Defendant's attorney asked the. wit- 
ness a number of questions for the pur- 
pose, as he stated, of showing that the 
witness was under the undue influence 
of the express company. They were 
objected to, however, by the prosecu- 
tion and the objection was sustained. 

KE. C. Osborne, Deputy County Clerk, 
testified to the amount of money in the 
sacks, introduced in eyidence in the 
forenoon. 

S. B. Noel of.Visalia, the next wit- 

hess, said he saw defendant in Visalia 
at dinner after the robbery. Sontag 
said he was on the train at the time on 
his way frem San Francisco, and that 
the passengers were badly scared. He 
told witness that he sat in the next 
coach to the express, and that he did 
not get out of the car during the rob- 
bery. . 
Eaward Bradley of Visalia, driver of 
the Palace ‘bus from the hotel tothe 
depot, told how he met the train from 
Goshen that connected with the robbed 
train. The prisoner rode inthe ‘bus 
with witness to the hotel. They went 
into a saloon together and Sontag told 
how he was on the train that was robbed 
and other mafters connected with the 
robbery. He also exhibited a screw 
head that he said had been blown out 
of the car. He told witness that 
he was in a passenger coach and that 
he went out at the rear end of the 
coach. Witnesssaw John Sontag in 
Visalia about three hours after that; 
about 9 o’clock inthe morning. NHe 
saw George Sontag about two weeks 
previous to the robbery, and George 
said he was going to San Francisco. 

Louis Ness, barkeeperin the Palace 
Hotel at Visalia, said he saw defendant 
in the barroom of the hotel onthe 
morning of the train robbery about 5 
o’clock.- Sontag saidhe wasin a pas- 
senger coach and went out on the piat- 
form. 

Deputy Sheriff George W. Witty of 
Visalia was asked as to what he knew 
about the physical condition of John 
Sontag, and Attorney Caldwell for the 
defense objected strenuously. He said 
an attempt was being made to make 
the defendant a vicarious sacrifice for 
the sins of his brother John, The ob- 
jection being overruled, witness said*he 
saw John Sontag a few davs before the 
robbery walking with the aid of acane 
and limping, 

‘State if you saw John iene in the 
company of the defendant after the 
robbery,’ said the District Attorney. 

Witness answered that he saw the 
defendant and his brother at the house 
of Chris Evans, August 5, between noon 
and 1 o'clock, When witness entered 
the house he told the prisoner he had 
heard he was onthe train at the time 
of the robbery and the Sherif? desired 
to ask him some questions relative to 
the affair.’ Defendant hesitated and 
then said: right, I wiil De- 
fendant thereupon accompanied Will 
Smith and the -witnessto the Sheriff's 
office. Witness admitted that He went 
to Evans’s house for the purpose of 
arresting George Sontag. hris Evans 
was io town at the time and John Son- 
tag was'in the house with defendant. 
He offered no resistance. 

Charles F,. Johnson, a Visalia consta- 
ble, testified that John Sontag was at 
hame a few'days before the robbery. 
He waiked with a perceptible limp and 
was quite lame. 

On cross-examination witness admit- 
ted that he was not sure he saw John 
Sontag fifteen days before the rob- 
bery or earlier than that time. 

. The court adjourned until 9 o’clock 
tomorrow morning,

A GLUT OF WHEAT. 


Eoormous Stocks Thrown on the Market 
at St. Louls. 

Sr. Louis, Oct, 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] An enormous load of 
actual wheat continues to weigh this 
market down like a millstone, and the 
result is that prices yesterday for both 
cash and futures reached lower figures 
than ever before in the history of St, 
Louis as a grain market, No. 2 red 
cash was selling on ‘change at 66% 
cents per bushel, while the favorite 
speculative option, December, dropped 
to 70% cents. This breaks all previ- 
ous records, but it is not believed to be 
the bottom, should the enormous re- 
ceipts at this and other primary 
markets continue. 

There appears to be no let-up to the 
fiow of wheat from the farmers’ hands, 
which has been going on for weeks. 
The stocks are said to be enormous 
everywhere and constantly increasing 
at a rate truly astonishing. Local 
stocks are the largest on record and 
yesterday aggregated 6,228,749 bush- 
els, compared with 2,961,800 bushels 
at the same time last year, when the 
yield was one of the largest ever raised 
inthis country, That the deluge of 
wheat now pouring into the spring and 
winter wheat markets is the natural 
result of the famous‘ hold-your-wheat’’ 
circular, issued last year, is generally 
believed here. 

it is the opinion of the trade that 
much of the wheat now being markéted 
is part of the 1891 crop, which has 
been held back by the farmers in antici- 
pation of higher prices, which have not 
been realized.

STEVENSON'S HOBBY. 
Still Harping on the Alleged Bankruptcy 
of This Country. 

BRooktrx, Oct. 26.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Democracy of 
Brooklyn turned outin full force to- 
night.and held a great mass-meeting at 
the Academy of Masic, where Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Vice-Presidential candidate, 
and Congressman Rayner of Maryland 
spoke on the issues of the campaign to 
over 4000 persons. jSteyenson received

stage. Stevenson said in part: 

At the close of President Cleveland's ad.

CLEVELAND'S LITTLE SPEECH. 


Hie Addresses a Select Gathering of 
“Bulfalontans” at New York. 

New York, Oct. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A reception at the Im- 
perial Hotel.was given tonight to ex- 
President Cleveland by the Buffalonians, 
aCleveland club. It was attended by 
about 200 persons, consisting of mem- 
bers of the club and a few invited 
guests. Cleveland's arrival was the oc- 
casion for loud applause, and all those 
present remained standing until the 
speeches of the evening, which lasted 
almost an hour, were over. After a 
brief preliminary speech calling the 
meeting to order, the guest of the even- 
ing was introduced as one whose name 
created enthusiasm even when men- 
tioned in a Republican meeting. 

Mr. Cleveland spoke in a pleasant 
vein about his early days in Buffalo, 
and the friends of that time, whom he 
now found among the members of this 
club. Inthe atmosphere of personal 
friendliness that pervaded this occa- 
sion, he sdid, he nearly forgot that the 
o°ganization has political plans and pur- 
poses. He was glad, however, when 
these plans and purposes recur to his 
mind that they merely add to his grate- 
ful appreciation of their personal kind- 
ness. Cleveland continued, saying: 

Therefore, while my heartis full of grati- 
tude to the friends I see about me, I cannot 
forbear the suggestion of my belief that 
your organization not only demonstrates 
your personal friendship for an old towns- 
man, but also indicates that you are fully 
alive to your duty as good citizens. You 
know how devoted I am to the principles of 
the Democratic party, apd your knowledge 
of me will, I am sure, acquit me of insin- 
cerity when I express the opinion 
that the result of the pending political 
struggle means more to our country and 
our people than any in which you or l ever 
have been engaged. On one side the claim 
is defiantly and arrogantly announced that 
the functions of our Government may be 
used directly for the benefit of certain spe- 
cial interests, with at best very remote re- 
gard to the welfare of the masses of the 
people.

Wreck of a Ship on the California 
Coast. 


The Crew Forced to Take to the Boats— 
Picked Up by a Passing Tug 
and Landed in San 
Francisco. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Saw Francisco, Oct. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The crew of thé ship 
Joseph F. Spinney, from New York for 
this port, with a cargo of general mer- 
chandise consigned to Sutton & Beebe, 
arrived this afternoon and reported 
that the vessel struck on a sunken rock 
in the vicinity of Fort Ross, about sev- 
enty-five miles from San Francisco, late 
yesterday afternoon, and rapidly filled 
with water. She was deserted by the 


captain and-crew and now lies in about 
forty fathoms of water. . 
When the vessel struck she did so 
with such force as to punch an enor- 
mous hole in her hull forward, and be- 
fore the captain and crew realized the 
extent of the damageto the ship, she 


was fast settling and the pumps 
could not be worked fast enough 
to lower the volume of water in 


her hold, and although the attempt 
to keep the vessel afloat was keptup for 
hours, it was finally decided to be use- 
less and the boats were ordered low- 
ered, The twenty-six persons com- 
prising the crew gathered together 
whatever effects they could and depos- 
ited them in the boats, and deserted 
the vessel. The fishing tug Farragut, 
on her way to this city from Point 
Reyes, picked up the shipwrecked sail- 
ors and brought them to this city. 

The vessel was built at Thomaston, 
Me., in 1871, and was valued at $65,- 
000. She is owned by Joseph Spinney 
of New York, and will be a total loss.

THOUSANDS WILL BE IDLE. 


The English Cotton Spinners’ Strike Will 
Probably Be Long and Bitter. 

Lonvon, Oct. 26.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| With a view to avoid- 
ing 
threatened strike among the cotton 
operatives, the mayors of Liverpool 
and Manchester aretrying to induce 
the disputants toconsent to arbitration. 
The matter will be submitted to the 
council of the Cotton Spinners’ Asso- 
ciation a week from Saturday. It is 
believed, however, that it will prove 
fruitless. It is estimated that the 
threatened strike will affect 18,000,- 
000 spindled. The Masters’ Federa- 
tion controls 18,000,000 .spindles. 
The spinners of north and northeast 
Lancashire and Bolton will not be 
affected by the strike, and 5,000,000 
spindles in those districts will be run as 
usual, paying the federation fine of 1 
farthing per spindle per week. If 138,- 


a large proportion of whom are women 
and children, will be idle. 

The stock of cotton yarnon hand is 
enough to last three weeks. If the 
strike continues longer, many weaving 
sheds will have to close. The fine of 1 
fathing a week on each working spindle 
will provide an income of over £5000 
weekly. This will enable the federa- 
tion to continue the lockout. The 
operatives’ organization is well pre- 
pared fora long struggle. Their fund 
already amounts to £120,000. The 
unaffected operatives are binding 


themselves to pay special levies during 
the strike. 


GEN. BOOTH’'S DILEMMA. 


The Salvation Army Leader Appeals for 
More Funds. 

Lonpon, Oct. 26.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The committe@ headed 
by the Earlof Onslow to investigate 
the receipts and expenditures of the 
Salvation Army held its first sitting 
yesterday.

huahua.

huahua, Mexico. Dispatches have told 
the story of the religious fanaticism 
that prevailed in the town of Ja- 
mochio, situated in the mountains, 
about 8300 miles west of the city 
of Chihuahua.

THE MOHICAN’S ESCAPE. 


She Strikes a Rock and is Almost 

Wrecked. 

San Francisco, Oct. 26.—[By the As- 

sociated Press.| The Examiner pub- 
lishes the following: 


At the fabulous cost of over $1,500,000, 
and with scarcely eight years of active 
service to her credit, the United States 
steamer Mohican, stands a fair chance 
of being condemned, put out of 
commission and assigned to permanent 
moorings in the ‘Rotton row,’’ at Mare 
Island. Nothing short of a miracle saved 
her from total destruction and many of her 
crew from a watery grave during her re- 
cent cruise in Bering Sea.

The City Debt. 

If it were true that this city is burd- 
ened with debt to an abnormal extent, 
as the opponents of water bonds would 
have us believe, there would be many to 
hesitate about increasing that burden. 

_Let us examinethe facts, and find out 
the exact truth of the matter. 

The statistics of eleven cities, of the 
United States, taken at random, and se- 
lected because they are about the size 
of Los Angeles, are given below: 

STATISTICS 


of eleven cities of the United States as to popu- 


lation, debt, assessed valuation and rate of 
faration: 
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rate of taxation does not vary directly 
with the amount of the city debt, but is 
measurably independent of it. That is 
to say, the administration of the city 
affairs has more to do with the amount 
of tax lévied than the amount of debt 
outstanding. It is not the expenses for 
interest and sinking fund, but the 
amount that is paid for ‘‘other munici- 
pal purposes’’ that makes the tax high 
or low. With an honest and “economi- 
cal administration, the tax will be rea- 
sonable; with an extravagant adminis- 
tration, the tax will be high, even if 


there be asmail debt. 

In the case of Los Angeles, only 17 
per cent. of the tax levy is for the pay- 
ment of interest and sinking funds, 
while 83 per cent. is for other ‘‘munici- 
pal purposes.’’ The large item is the 
one in which to make the saving. 

But to return toourcomparison. Los 
Angeles has, at present, as small a debt 
per capita as any city in the list ($22); 
and but two others have as low a per 
capita debt. Both of these have a 
much higher rate of taxation than Los 
Angeles. 

If the proposed water bonds are added 
to the present debt Los Angeies will 
then have a per capita debt of $31, 
and there are only three othersin the 
list that will have a less debt. One of 
them has a debt of $80 per capita, or 
about what Los Angeles would have 
with the water bonds issued, All of 
the others have a greater, and some a 
much greater percapita debt. But it 
“will be noted that those with the larg- 
est per capita debt do not have the 
highest tax rate. Los Angeles. enjoys 
the distinction of having one of the low- 
-est debt rates and the lowest tax rate in 
the whole list. . 

Now, this all shows that we are not 
burdened with debt out of proportion to 
other cities, and that we compare fa- 
vorably with other cities as to our tax 
rate. We should bear in mind that our 
city is growing rapidly and needs many 
things of great costin ashort time. 
We are entitled to use our credit to a 
reasonable extent, and we should be 
careful not to go beyond that. So far, 


as is shown by the comparison, this city 
has not goné Fashly into debt, and we 
believe that there is no danger of our 
doing so. 

countries water works are re- 
garded as a favorite investment for 
municipalities. They are a revenue-pro- 
ducing property, andthe returns are 
among the safest and surest. Why 
should not the people at this time use 
their credit to a reasonable degree to 
inaugurate a municipal system, and 
give the public the benefit that experi- 
ence shows is sure to follow the public 
ownership of water works? 

It is sometimes an excellent plan for

Draft of an ordinance regulating the 
closing of saloons, bars and tippling 
houses inthe city of Los Angeles was 
read, and, on motion of Mr. Mathews 
to adopt under a suspension of the 
rules, was defeated by the followin 
vote: Yeas—Councilmen Book, Chand- 
ler, Hiller, Mathews and President 
Humphreys (5.) Nays — Councilmen 
Cohn, Gibbs, Hantey and Mort- 
arty (5.) 

Councilmen Collins and Hanley were 
both opposed to closing city saloons at 
a stated hour at night and on Sunday. 
Of course, if they should be elected to 
the Board of Supervisors they would op- 


pose regulating the liquor “traffic out- 
side of town. 

Again, referring to the record (vol- 
ume 28, page 198), January 14, 1889, 
Mr. Bosbyshell introduced the follow- 
ing: 

In view of the fact that a great portion 
of the crime inthis city is created during 
the hours when orderly, peateable citizens 
are sleeping, and therefore defenseless; 
and, whereas, our police force is not strong 
enough to covér so large a territory as 
needs police vigilance, therefore we recom- 
mend that an ordinance be drawn provid- 
ing forthe closing of all saloons at the 
hourof 12 o'clock at night, and the same 
to remain closed until 5 o'clock in the 
morning. 

On motion of Mr. Cohn the above was 
laid on the table. [Mr. Hanley un- 
doubtedly voted with Mr. Cohn on this 
proposition.

Municipal Politics, 

The Democrats have made their nom- 
inations for municipal offices, and their 
ticket is before the voters.

citizens of the city—reforms necessary 
to the welfare of Los Angeles in the 
best sense. Mr. Rowan is ‘not. built 
_that way,’’ and the leopard is not wont 
to change the pinto peculiarity of his 
hide—not to any great extent. So we 
do not need to further discuss Mr. 
Rowan; all know where he stands. 

(2.) The Democrats and liquor men 
and their Republican allies are un- 
questionably making: strenuous efforts 
to control both the county and the city 
governments in the interest of unli- 
censed liquor-selling. All signs point to 
this object unerringly. The liquor 
dealers have singled out and settled 
upon M. T. Collins, J. H. Brewer and 
James Hanley, in the Second, Fourth 
and Fifth Supervisor districts, respec- 
tively, to receive the votes of the 
*faithful.”’ These Democratic candi- 
dates are being supported tooth and 
»mail by the liquor element against the 


Republican nominees, Messrs. Fran- 
cisco, Hay and Stockwell, whom the 
no-license advocates unwarrantably 


charge with being 
(3.) Inthe city contest the tactics 
of the liquor men (Democrats and Re- 
publicans) are equally transparent. 
Rowan, the Democratic nominee for 
Mayor, is ‘‘a good enough Morgan”’ for 
them. But they do not propose to stop 
there; they will, if they can, control 
the Republican nomination for Mayor! 
' (4.) There is but one man on the list 
of Republican aspirants for the chief 
place who will receive the dubious sup- 
port which we have described. 1 
(5.) This being the complexion of 
the coming contest, we say let the issue 
be boldly met, not alone by the Repub- 
lican party as such, but by the mass of 
temperate, law-loving and law-abiding 
citizens, without respect to party-affilia- 
tions. Letthe friends and opponents 
of good government divide squarely on 
this issue, and let the fight he made ‘on 
thisline! We do not dread the issue of 
the contest. : 
(6.) The Republican City Convention 
is coming on. There is a host of aspir- 
ants for the several nominations. 
Among them are some first-rate ‘men, 
and some second, .third, and even 
fourth-rate men—too many of each of 
the latter grades. None of these should 
be chosen; only first-class men should be 
considered in the delegate elections and 
in the convention. The Republicans 
cannot repeat the blunders of the past 
We have no right 


ticket. The people will have none of 


either. The convention may act, but 
the nitimate judgment will be rendered 
at the polls. We advise no voter to 
support an unworthy ticket. The 
remedy is simple and direct: give the 
cold shoulder in the coming convention 
to inferior and doubtful candidates, 
who, like the poor, are always with us.

The Deficiency Amendment. 

Assembly constitutional amendmént 
No. 5, to be voted on November 8, is 
designed to amend section 34, Article 
IV, which now stands as follows: 

Section 84. No bill making an ap- 
propriation of money, except the gen- 
eralappropriation bill, shall contain 
more than one item of appropriation, 
and that for one single and certain pur- 
pose to be therein expressed. 

The proposed substitute for this sec- 
tion is as follows: 

Section 34. No bill making an ap- 
propriation for money, except the gen- 
eral appropriation bill, and the de- 
ficiency bill for the appropriation of 
money exclusively devoted to the sup- 
portof the General Government and 
State institutions, shall contain more 
than one appropriation, and that for a

When the deficiency bill is 
presented to the Governor he may ob- 
ject to oné or more items, while ap- 
proting other portions of the bill. No 
ine of the State shall have power to 
incug any d ency except in case of 
actual neceggity, and then only upon 
the written authority first obtained of 
the Governor, Secretary of State and 
Attorney-General Any deficiency in- 
curred in violation of this provision 
shall be void, and the Legislature shall 
not have the power to appropriate 
money to pay the same. 

It will be seen that the main object 
of this amendment isto place greater 
safeguasds around the incurring of un- 
autHorized? invebtedness by State offi- 
cials an@-working them through the 
Legislatare inthe form of deficiency 
bills. This is an evil from which this 
State has suffered to a considerable ex- 
tent in the past, and it would seem as 
though a very salutary check has been 
proposed. There is, in fact, a double 
check, The written consent of the 
Governor, Secretary of State and At- 
torney-General will first have to be se- 
cured to authorize a deficiency indebt- 
edness, and afterward, when a general 
deficiency bill which has. passed the 
Legislature goes to the Governor, he 
may pick out any single item and veto 
it, while approving the rest. 

This is one of the best amendments 
which has been proposed, and we think 
the people can make no mistake in giv-

HOUSE OF MOURNING 


President Harrison in His Great 
Bereavement, 


Arrangements for the Services at 
Washington Today. 


Messages of Condolence Continue to 
Pour In. | 


The Programme of the Obsequies at 
Indianapolis Completed — Distin- 
guished Men of the State 
to Act as Pall Bearers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 26.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.] A cold wind stripped 
most ot the leaves from the trees in the 
White House grounds last night, and 
this morning the aspect of nature was 
bare and dreary. There will be no offi- 
cial recognition of Mrs. Harrison’s 
death beyond flags at. half mast on the 
Government buildings. Public business 
will go on as usual. 


The body has been laid out in the 
room in which death occurred, but this 
afternoon it will be placed in the casket 
and taken tothe east room, where it 
will remain until after the funeral ser- 
vices. The corpse shows the effects of 
the wasting illness, but the expression 
of the face is placid and kindly, asin 
life, with traces of suffering. 

The President, though deeply grief- 
stricken, was more composed today 
than yesterday and was reasonably 
calm. 

Among the senders of telegrams of 
condolence were: Senator and Mrs. 
Stanford of California, Gen. Thomas H. 
Ruger of San Francisco and Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon. A magnificent 
floral wreath was received from White- 
law Reid. 

Ata meeting of the Cabinet this 
morning it was decided that all mem- 
bers except Secretary Foster should go 
to Indianapolis to attend the funeral of 
Mrs. Harrison. Vice-President Morton 
will be one of the pall-bearers at the 
services here tomorrow. Secretary 
Rusk arrived this morning. Secretary 
Elkins will reach here during the day. 


Indianapolis Funeral Arrangements. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 26.—Arrangements 
for the funeral of Mrs. Harrison are 
practically complete. The burial lot in 
the cemetery was selected this morn- 
ing. Itis beautifully located near the 
soldiers’ graves. The honorary pall- 
bearers will be made up of distinguished 
citizens of Indiana, including Gen. Lew 
Wfllace, Hon. W. P. Fishback, Judge 
William Woods and Hon. E. B. Marctin- 
dale. The active pallbearers will be 
ten reg ular army officers.

Bousing Meeting of the Sixth Ward Repub-

Eloquent Speakers Discuss Live Campaign 
Issues —-- Mr. Stetson Wants a Di- 
vorce — Points About Well. 
known Poople—Notes,. 


The Harrison Republican Clubof Pasa. 
dena held the most enthusiastic mass-meet- 
ing of the campaign at Wililam’s Hall last 
night. The inclement weather doubtless 
kept 7 away, but the hall wasjneverthe- 
less filled. All of the political parties 
were represented, anda number of ladies 
graced the occassion with their presence. 
Stretched across the stage over the heads 
of the speakers, wasalong strip of canvas 
on which was painted in large letters the 
word “Protection.” 

The meeting was called to order by J. A. 
Buchanan, president of the club. Without 
delay, County Treasurer J. Banbury, was 
introduced as the first speaker. 

The speaker contined Limself to freplying 
tosome of the many statements made by 
Mr. Shorb, both by letter and during the 
active canvass which he has been carrving 
on during the past few Weeks. Mr. Ban- 
bury called Mr. Shorb to time for asserting 
that the office of a County Treasurer isa 
non-political one, thereby hoping to win 
some Republicans to his support. 
On the* matter of a third term, 
which Mr. Shorb condemns so strongly, 
the speaker calied attention to the fact 
that more than one of his Democratic 
predecessors had served three successive 
terms, all of whom had enjoyed Mr. Shorb's 
hearty support. The speaker refuted Mr. 
Shorb’s statements to the effect that the 
treasurer receives $7,000 ayear in com- 
missions over and above his salary, by de- 
nying that he receives any commissions at 
all. 
changes wrought in the office during his ad- 
ministration, and thought himself deserv- 
ing of the consideration of the voters on 
election day. 

Arthur Bray, candidate for County Re- 
corder; Frank E. Lopez, candidate for 
County Auditor: F. M, Kelsey, candidate 
for Public Administrator, and J. H. Merri- 
am, candidate for Justice of the Peace from 
this township, were introduced and spoke 
briefly. Mr. Merriam stated that whatever 
doubts he had entertained concerning Mr. 
Lindley’s candidacy for Congress had been 
remoxed, and that he would certainly Yote 
for him as well as for everybody else on 
the Republican ticket. 

James McLachlin, candidate for reélec- 
tion to the office of District Attorney, was 
then“introduccd as the principal speaker 
of the evening. 

Mr. McLachlin was greeted with pro. 
longed enthusiasm. After thanking those 
present for their cordial welcome and at- 
tributing whatever success he may have at- 
tained in public life in California to the 
staunch support he has received at the 
hands of his friends and neighbors in Pas- 
adena, the speaker proceeded to refute 
some of the statements that are being cast 
broadcast by the stump speakers of the 
other political parties. Astrong argument 
was made in favor of a protective party, as 
outlined in the McKinley bill, by compar- 
ing the condition of the laboring classes 
here and in other countries. Reference 
was made to the Homestead strike to show 
that the workmen there receive wages that 
are almost fabulous, besides owning com- 
fortably-furnished homes, a condition of 
affairs which does not exist anywhere 
outside of this protected land. The 
McKinley bill was taken up  some- 
what in detail, and it was shown that 
there is not a_e single industry in 
the State of California that it does not pro. 
tect. It was even shown that Mr. McKin- 
ley thought of Candidate Cannon when he 
was drawing up his famous measure by 
putting a duty on foreign beans, whereby 
the Populist-Democratic aspirant for Con- 
gressional honors is protected ia his home 
industry up in Ventura conaty. 

After paying high tribute to the princi- 
ples and achievements of the Republican 
party, Mr. McLachlan proceeded briefiy to 
answer some of the charges preferred 
against him by Mr. Dillon. The speaker 
pleaded guiltyto being foreign born. He, 
however, was proud of Scotland, the land 
of his birth. Hewas born in an humbie 
cottage, but his parents, thank God, were 
honest, and shame had never crossed the 
threshold of his humble home. He also 
pleaded guilty to the charge o1 being a 


man. Inreply to Mr. Dillon's assertion 
that during Mr. Lachlan'’s term of 
office $2400 had been paid out 


for special counsel fees, it was stated that 
not a single dollar had thus been paid. 
The amount teferred to was paid out soon 
after Mr.McLachlan came into office, bnt 
for legal service rendered under his prede.- 
cessor. Fulland satisfactory answer was 
made to allcharges made concerning the 
number of cases tried, the dismissal of cer- 
tain cases, etc. Finally Mr. McLachlan 
took occasion to vigorously defend his ac. 
tion inthe railway tax cases, over which 
there has been so much ta)k, and where his 
opponent has‘seen fittocall his integrity 
into question. It was shown that the Dis- 
trict Attorney has been ever vigilant in the 
prosecution of these cases, and has so far 
won two signal victories over the railroad 
company. “I am a r man,’ said Mr. 
McLachlan, ‘‘but I am rich in a clear con- 
science and a good name.’’ The speech 
was one of the best heard here this cam. 
paign, and aroused much enthusiasm. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The Largest Democratic Demonstra- 
tion of the Campaign. 


Hap. Stephen M. White Greeted by an Im- 
mense Audience—Rousing Republican 
Meeting at Redlands—Special Trains 
to Accommodate the Crowds, 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The largest political meeting yet held in 
this city during the present campaign was 
that which assembled at the pavilion on 
Tuesday nightto hear the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Democracy’s favorite son, Stephen 
M. White. The city was astir at an early 
hour in the evening, drammeéd out by rival 
brass bands parading the streets for rival 
meetings—the Republican meeting at Red- 
lands and the Democrati# in this city. 
Special trains were running to both meet- 
ings, and 200 went from this city to the 
Redlands blowout, and nearly 1000 were 
broughttothe Democratic meeting from 
Redlands, Riverside, Colton, Ontario and 
other points. The band met the different 
delegations as they arrived and conducted 
them to the pavilion, which contained 2500 
people when the meeting was called to 
order at 8 o'clock by R. E. Bledsoe, chair- 
man of the Democratic County Central 
Committee. Dr. J. P. Booth of The 
Needles was named as the chairman of the 
evening and spoke in most complimentary 
terms of the speaker in introducing 
Mr.. White as the orator of the evening. 
For an hour and a half the speaker ex- 
pounded the doctrine of tariff reform, and 
received the closest attention throughout. 
At the latter endof his speech he spoke 
very briefiy of the Force Bill, and eulo- 
gized several of the men nominated by the 
Democrats for local offices. He mentioned 
Adlai Stevenson's name never atrall, and 
Grover Cleveland's but once, when the au- 
dience burst forthin loud applause. The 
meeting was characterized by the best of 
order, and many ladies were present. 

THE CITY FATHERS. 

The kick brought bv the best citizens of 
San Bernardino against the proposed re- 
districting of the city, as proposed by Trus- 
tee Kenniston, has had a salutary. effect 
upon the Trustees, and, atthe meeting of 
the city fathers on Tuesday night. Mr. Ken. 
niston was, on motion, permitted to with. 
draw the proposition submitted by him, and 
the City Attorney was instructed to propose 
an ordinance for redistricting the city. It 
is quite probable that all attempts to redis- 
trict the city, especially should they appear 
in any measure for the purpose of perpetu. 
ating the incumbents in office, will 
meet with most vigorous opposition from 
the people. Should a plan for warding the 
city along lines, approximating those now 
in existence. and altering them only so 
faras may be necessary tomake a more 
equitable distribution of the voters among 
the various precincts, it will, no doubt, 
meet with the approval ot the property 
holders and electors generally.

SANTA ANA. 

There were peals of thunder, not only 
political, but of the real old-fashioned good 
heavenly kind, in Santa Ana vesterday. It 
mav be only an incident, but it is strange 
nevertheless, that such an unusual occur:

In the afternoon Neill's Hall was filled to 
overflowing to hear the ‘Little Kansas 
Sunbc.um,’ Anna L. Diggs, pour hot shot 
into the two old political parties. Mrs. 
Diggs said she had been making speeches 
every evening since she came into the 
State, and she was just beginning to find 
out what the big skating rinks throughout 
the country were made for, they were 
made to hold People's party m.eectings in. 
She thought there was a conspiracy of 
silence with the newspapers of the coun- 
try, and accused them of not mentioning 
their great mectings that were being held all 
overthe country. Shereviewed the growth 
of the party's movement, and claimed that 
it Was the outgrowth of an irresistent de- 
sire upon the partof the people to estab- 
lish a new freedom of independence. She 
said she was going to leave the State of 
California today, and before she went away 
she wanted to find out something of the 
prosperity of this community. She then 
proceeded to inquire into the finances of 
the Democrats and Republicans present to 
ascertain whether or not any of them were 
mean enough capitalists to have an in- 
come of $3000 per year. She probably 
did not think just at that time ofthe $300 
per month—$3600 per year—she was fet- 
ting for stumping the country for sheisa 
woman, and women do forget things some- 
time.

From a Populist standpoint the meeting 
was a howling success. Almost everybody 
seemed to enjoy themselves, andif not in- 
terested in the political twaddle of the 
little sunbeam from the State of Kansas, 
they seemed to be amused at least.

“LEWIS, THE LIGHT.” 


The Religious Fanatic in the Role of 
a Fire-bug. 


In Jail In San Francisco on Suspicion of 
Having Applied the Torch Which 
Caused the Turnverein Hall 
Fire in That City. 


‘Lewis the Light,’’ the unspeakable 
fakir, who figured in this city for sev- 
eral years as a religious fanatic, posing 
as the inspired prophet of a new re- 
ligion, is at last in a fair way of being 
put out of the way, either in the peni- 
tentiary or the lunatic asylum. but not 
before he managedto do considerable 
damage. The fellow, whose name is 
Greenslade, has a bad record in this 
city. Some six years ago he came to 
the Coast, accompanied by his wife, 
who died a year or two later, it is 
claimed, from cruelty and neglect. 
Greenslade then went East, but again 
returned to Los Angeles, when he be- 
came a ‘*prophet,’’ and, dressed in fan- 
tastic garb, was a familiar figure 
on the streets. The fellow would 
not work, but devoted his time to 
writing idiotic circulars, which he 
had printed and distributed about the 
city. His treatment of his children, 
two boys and one girl, was such that 
the Humane Society took charge of the 
latter. Greenslade attempted to get 
possession of her by habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, but was unsuccessful. He be- 
came very violent, and sent a number 
of threatening letters to the Judge and 
ofticers of the court, the result of, which 
was that he was taken in charge and 
examined on a charge of lunacy. He 
was finally discharged, and, after hang- 
ing about the city for some weeks, dis- 
appeared, taking his two boys with 
him, since which time nothing has been 
heard of him. 

On Monday last, as published in the 
Associated Press dispatches, Turnverein 
Hall, in San Francisco, together with 
eight other buildings, was destroyed 
by fire, causing a loss of about #825,- 
OOO. It was thought the fire was in- 
cendiary, as threats had been made 
through the mails to burn or blow up 
Turnverein Hall if Sunday dances con- 
tinued to be held there The officers 
commenced work on this theory, and it 
now looks as if it is correct and that 
Greenslade is the man who applied the 
match, as will be seen by the following 
extract from the account of the fire 
published in the Examiner of Tuesday: 

Yesterday while Fire Marshal Towe and 
others were casting around for some clew 
it was noticed that a seedy-looking indi- 
vidual with a long beard and wild eves was 
distributing circulars of a sensational 
nature to children and others on Capp 
street, in the vicinity of the fire. The 
fellow actedasif he wanted toget rid of 
his slips and dodgers in a hurry. 

On being accosted by a reporter the man 
said his name was L, B, Greenslade, but 
that he was better known as “Lewis the 
Light.’’ One of the printed slips referred 
tothe disaster at the Berkeley Powder 
Mills. It began as follows: 

‘To al whom it does concer: Heed this 
warning and know the cause. I declare in 
the name of the Almighty God, Maker and 
Ruler ot this World, itis done by him as 
the Destroyer, because he is blasphemed as 
‘The Devil.” Those who permit it done are 
equally culpable with those who do it.” 

Other slips contained incoherent refer- 
ences to *‘Death's Slaves,’’ the words ‘Fire! 
Fire! Fire!’ being used in a lavish man- 
ner, while something in the nature of a 
business card described ‘‘Lewis the Light’’ 
as a ‘dictator to darkness,"’ a “greater dis- 
coverer than Columbus" and the ‘teacher 
of all things essegtial to salvation of body, 
soul and mind,”’ 

‘‘Lewis'’ was detained and handed over 
to Sergt. Price. On being questioned he 
said that he lived at No. 410 Minna street, 
and was a teacher of ‘‘longevity.”” He 
claimed to have been both in Stockton and 
Agnews insane asylums, but said that ‘fifty 
expert doctors’ had failed to discover any- 
thing wrong with him other than that he 
was “beyond their comprenension,”’ 

AUNo, 410 Minna strect it -was- ascer- 
tained that Greenslade is being supported 
by his two sons, who act as messenger boys. 
He has been living steadily at the place for 
five months, despite his asvertion that he 
came from Agnews three weeks ago, after 
putting in a season of five weeks in the asy- 
lum ‘“‘resting and fattening up." 

Greenslade was locked up atthe Seven- 
teenth street police station and will prob. 
ably have to parade his intellect before 
“expert doctore’’ once more. Strict in- 
quiries are being made with the idea of 
determining whether he had any connec- 
tion with the fire.

THE DEADLY BOMBS. 


the Fireworks Disaster. 


A Large Number ot Witnesses Ex- 
amined Last Evening. 


Several Persons Say They Do Not 
Consider Wilson to Blame. 


The ‘Pyrotechnist Again Testifies in His 
Own Behalf, and Says the Recent 
Experiments Did Not Do Him 
Justice, 


The taking of testimony inthe mat- 
ter of the inquest on the remains of the 
victims of the recent fireworks casu- 


tice Stanton’s courtroom. Some delay 
was experienced in getting down to 
| work, two of the jurymen not being 
present arid it being necessary to send 
an officer out to find them. | 

At 6:25 o’clock all were present ex- 
cept Juror Robinson, and Coroner Wel- 
.don announced that he would begin the 
hearing of witnesses, and that when the 
absent jurymen arrived the testimony 
could be read to him from the reporter's 
notes. 


Mrs. Mary Bunker of No. 441 Beau- 
dry avenue was first called and inden- 
tified the body of her husband, Bernard 
Bunker, a native of Iowa, aged 41 
years, who died at the County Hospital 
on Sundayof injuries received at the 
time of the explosion. 

E. Castillo, a cigarmaker living on 
Cyprus avenue, was at the fireworks ex- 
hibition, and inside the ropes at the 
time of the fatal explosion. He testi- 
fied to hearing two reports, and corrob- 
orated the testimony of former wit- 
nesses regarding the killing of the boy 
Frank Ford and the subsequent scatter- 
ing of the crowd, © 

E. W. Kinsey, clerk of Judge Owens’s 
court, was sworn, and testified concern- 
ing the accident at the Union League 
festivities at San Juan. Hehad taken 
charge of the bomb used at that time, 
and knewit was not tampered with 
from the time it wag delivered into his 
charge. Several persons were injured 
by the explosion of this bomb, which 
was fired from a two-inch mortar. Wit- 
ness was thoroughly acquainted with 
the method of making and firing these 
bombs, having had considerable experi- 
ence in the East. 

The construction of bombs was once 
more explained, and the witness gave 
it as his opinion that no explosion such 
as the one that took place at that time 
could have occurred had tae bomb been 
properly constructed. Wilson had aft- 
erward told the witness that the charge 
might have shifted, and that was the 
only explanation offered. ? 

George Christian, who assisted the 
committee in charge of the Columbian 
celebration, testified regarding the or- 
der of the programme, as arranged for 
the exhibition of fireworks, and said 
that the explosion occurred subsequent 
to the firing of the last piece, as he had 
understood the programme. Mr. Wil- 
son, he said, had mentioned the matter 
of police protection, and* had finally 
agreed to see to it himselfghat an officer 
was secured. 

S. Guasti, one of the committee, also 
seb coroborative testimony, as did N. 

ercadante. The last witness, how- 
ever, did not know anything about Wil- 
son having promised to furnish a po- 
liceman. | 
_ E. W. Kinsey was recalled at this 
point in the proceedings and exhibited 


and a piece of which was blown over 
the pavilion, a distance of probably 
500 feet. The mortar was about two 
inches in diameter and hardly as heavy 
asthe one which burst last Friday 
night. In the East he had seen many 
large bombs fired and had helped to fire 
them, but had always seen copper mor- 
tars used, which,fin his opinion, were 
capable of withstanding a much greater 
pressure. 

The next witness was Charles John- 
son, a student, who was atthe exhibi- 
tion and saw Wilson trying to chase 
some boys away, but the latter only 
laughed and threw pieces of earth at 
him. He saw some boys with some 
Roman candles, which they fired. He 
heard Wilson call for a policeman; 
later came the firing of one bomb, 
closely followed by the explosion. A 
boy named Oden was standing in front 
of the witness and his body fell on the 
witness when the explosion knocked 
both down. 

J. Castruccio was put upon the stand, 
but his testimony threw no additional 
light on the matter. 

OA. Vignolo was also called, but was 
nota member of the committee and 
knew nothing about the affair. 

J. A. Rangan was examined and said 

he was a member of the committee, but 
knew nothing of police protection hav- 
ing been asked or promised. 
- George.C. Johnson, a machinist, liv- 
ing in East Los Angeles,stestified to 
having made some mortars for Wilson, 
but could not identify the pieces picked 
up omthe scene of the explosion. He 
examined the pieces and gave it as his 
opinion that the material was of the 
best. The mortars he had mrade from 
new material, and the tubing was what 
is known as “‘lap-welded”’ piping. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson, who met 
some boys coming from the fireworks, 
‘testified that they had told her about 
their having tampered with some 
bombs and having pulled the fuse 
nearly outofone. She did not know 
the boys, but thought she would recog- 
nize them if she saw them.

pipe. The pipe used is supposed to be 
tested at 500 pounds hydraulic pres- 
sure, but would break at a much less 
pressure if applied suddenly. : 

No, the witness did not think it pos- 
sible for a man to break a piece such as 
the one exhibited—a strip 2x6 inches-- 

by the simple pressure of his hands. 
If he did it was proof to him that the 
metal in the pipe was defective. 

A deputy constable named Carpenter 
was called, but his testimony was of no 
material importance. 

Mr. Guasti was recalled, and in re- 
ply to questions said that he would not 
have considered Mr. Wilson in any way 
responsible had he himself been in- 
jured. 
Eugene Bassett, a printer, residing 
near the scene of the explosion, said he 
had talked with some boys after the ac- 
cident. His testimony was similar to 
that of Mrs. Thompson.

Mr. Wilson's son, Robert, a boy of 
about 15 years, was sworn, and said he 
saw noone meddling with any of the 
bombs or apparatus. He and his 
younger brother were busy trying to 
keep the crowd back. but lots of boys 
kept coming in, and took ail their time 
attending tothem. 

Mr. Wilson thentook the stand and 
told about the experiments made with 
some bombs a day or two ago in a gulch 
near Boyle Heights. The pipes used 
were small for the bombs and it was 
necessary to pound the bombs in witha 
stick. This was contrary to all rules or 
precedent in the handling of fireworks, 
and, upon being discharged bottom side 
up, one of the mortars burst, which was 
quite as witness expected ufider the cir- 
cumstances, The witness stated—that 
the accounts of the experiments as pub- 
lished in the papers were not correct 
and highly prejudicial to himself. He 
was taken out to the scene of the ex- 
periments without previous notice and 
was not allowed to have a friend pres- 
ent. As tothe probable result of plac- 
ing two bombs inthe same mortar and 
firing the upper one, witness said they 
would probably both be discharged and 
would leave the mortar in safety. 

The witness dain explained the con- 
struction of bombs, and said it would be 
impossible to place a bomb in the mor- 
tar in an inverted position without 
kvowing it, as the fuse would be doubled 
and would cause the bomb to be pinched 
or crowded against the sides of the mor- 
tar, as was the case in the experiments 
made at Boyle Heights. 

In the matter of the accident, the first 
intimation that the witness had that 
anything serious had occurred was 
when he read it in the papers on Tues- 
day of this week. He was not present 
at the San Juan celebration and was in 
no Way connected with the affair, ex- 
cept that he had donated the fireworks. 

There being another witness which 
the Coroner desired to examine, the jury 
were then exéused till 9 o'clock this 
morning, when the investigation will be 
resumed.

THE MUNROE CASE, 


The Sensational Forgery Trial Continaed 
Before Judge Smith. 

After a few ex-parte matters on his 
calendar had been disposed of by Judge 
Smith yesterday morning, the trial of 
the Munroe forgery case was resumed, 
the first witness called being Deputy 
District Attorney DPhl, who was ex- 
amined by the prosecution for the pmur- 
pose of showing that the copies of the 
Helen Henry orger embodied in the 
complaint and information on file 
against Munroe were true and correct 
copies of the original, which he had re- 
turned to Jackson, after he had com- 
pared them with-him. 

This closed the case for the 
tion, and the defense immediately pro- 
ceeded torecall Mr. Dichl as one of 
their witnesses. He was examined by 
W. E. Cox, Esq., asséciate counsel for 
the defendant, who must have been 
somewhat disappointed at the result of 
his efforts to extract some information 
which might be transiated as favorable 
to his client. Mr. Diehl testified to the 
effect that when Jackson called at his 
office to obtain a camplaint against 
Munroe he was accompanied by Mr. 
Cox, who, in the course of the conver- 
sation which ensued, stated that Mun- 
roe had told him that he knew some of 
the orders were bogus.

He was closely qnes- 
tioned as to the custom of his office 
with regard to such orders, and a num- 
ber of other matters which did not ap- 
pear to have any relevancy to the case 
at bar. 

C. A. Hamilton, a deputy in the 
County Clerk’s office, N. B. Eddy, Dep, 
uty Auditor, and Al Cobler, Deputy Tax 
Collector, were called for the purpose 
of showing that each had borrowed 
money from Monroe and given him an 
order on the County Auditor for their 
warrants similar tothe one offered in 
evidence. 

W. E. Cox, Esq., then went on the 
stand, apparently to refute Mr, Diehl’s 
testimony, but only succeeded iff corrob- 
orating that witness, and at this junc- 
ture a recess was declared until 2 
o'clock.

The Mysterious Circulars Still Coming 
Through the Mails. 

That old-time, worn and oft exposed 
‘wreen-goods’’ game is again beijing 
tried on California citizens, several of 
whom have recently received the mys- 
terious circulars from the New York 
taan who claims to have the stuff for 
sale. Ina circular which was received 
by James W. Doran of Idlewild, San 
Bernardino county, and, which was 
promptly forwardéd to Tue Times by 
the recipient, the same old terms are 
offered by the anonymous New Yorker. 
for his goods, provided the correspond- 
ent will come on tothat city and deal 
face-to-face for the ‘‘goods.”’ 

As many timesasit has been shown 
that the New Yorker has no counterfeit 
money, and consequently sells none, it 
appears necessary to inform people 
still further on the subject. The sup- 
posed newspaper clipping, which ac- 


as much a fraud as its author, for it 
never appeared in any paper, being a 
clever imitation designed to deceive by 
a fabricated piece of news, in which 
there are no facts. : 

The former plan of shipping a box of 
sawdust in return forthe good money 
forwarded to the New York sharper by 
poor but dishonest citizens, has beén 
supplanted by various other schemes by 
which the victim is gulled. The New 
Yorker now insists on meeting his cus- 
tomer face to face, and in these deals 
no counterfeit money changes hands, 
thongh the real money carried by the 
victim always does. 

As people are found every now and 
then who are led to believe that coun- 
terfeit money, atthe rate of $10,000 
for £650, can be bought in New York, 
and only a few of them make public the 
alluring offers they have received in a 
manner so mysterious to them, the 
“green- goods’’ man continues to flour- 
ish and by continually changing his ad- 
dress and dodging detectives can wax 
fat on his confidence game.

The Democrats of the city, after two 
days’ hard work, and a long night ses- 
sion, completed ®heir municipal ticket, 
with few exceptions, at 6 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Turnverein Hall, where the conyen- 
tion was held, presented'a decidedly 
tame appearance yesterday, as com- 
pared with the day before. ~ The 
ing element tamed down toa great ex 
tent after the contest for Mayor was 
over, and no one seemed to have spirit 

enough left to plunge into another big 
battic. 

J. Marion Brooks relieved the mo- 
notony for a few minutes in the fore- 
noon, when he offered a resolution ask- 
ing all future committees to call pre- 
cinct primaries instead of ward pri- 
maries. He warmed the jackets of 
some of the ward bosses who voted their 
delegation under the old slave-driver 
rules. The leading bosses squirmed in 
their seats while he compared them to 
railroad section bosses lording it overa 
gang of Chinese laborers, bat they did 
not attempt to defend themselves, and 
for once in his life the Missouri states- 
man had things his own way and taiked 
until he was tired out. 

Afterthe resolution had been adopted 
and the bosses properly sat upon, one 
of these shining lights was asked why 
he did not defend himself. He replied 
that he was afraid seme of his people 
might turn on him and make matters 
exceedingly disagreeable. 

Chairman Stephens, Who happened to 
be on the floor When the resolution 
came up, gave it his support, and in 
plain language told the delegates that 

the scenes at the primaries of last week 
must not be repeated in this city unless 
the Democrats wish to see their party 
turned over to a lot of hoodlums and 

toughs. He is stronglyin favor of pure 
politics, and if the party would succeed 
it must not practice ward tactics. 

The resolution was adopted by almost 
a unanimous vote, only a few of the 
bosses voting against it. 

Late in the afternoon, when the con- 
vention divided into ward conventions 
for the purpose of placing in nomina- 
tion Councilmen and Members of the 
Board of Education, several lively littlé 
fights were indulged in in one or two of 
the wards.

names in by 4 o'clock this afternoon, at 
which time the convention had decided 
‘e meet for the last time. 

A majority of the delegates seemed to 
be well pleased withthe ticket selected, 
but there will be more or less kicking 
by those who had their fondest am- 
bitions shattered in a ‘‘brutal manmer,”’ 
as they are pleased to put it. 

Both Chairman Stephens and his as- 
sistant, Tom Brown, and Secretary 
Jeffries, deserve much credit for the 
mannerin which the convention was 
managed, for never before in the his- 
tory of Los Angeles did such a wild and 
woolly body of manufacturers of office- 
nolders gather under one roof.

A MEAN ACT. 


Grover Cleveland Shown Up in 


a Bad Light. 


The Democratic Presidential Nomi- 
nee as a Petty Dead-beat. - 


He Owed His “Substitute”’ 
Which He Refused to Pay.

The Appeals of the Unfortunate Man, 
While on His Death-bed, Ig- 
‘nored—A Plain Statement of Facts 

by One Who Knows, 


Nearly every one knows that Grover 
Cleveland, when drafted to serve in the 
civil war, escaped going to the front by 
hiring a substitute, but there are few 
who ever learned the name of that sub- 
stitute and how the Honorable Grover 
beat him out of about half the money he 
was to receive for furnishing his body 
as a target for rebel bullets that might 
have found lodgment in the anatomy of 
the stuffed prophet of Gray Gables. but 
it is a cold and indisputable fact, never- 
theless; and the story of how Cleve- 
land inhumanly treated the man, forms 
a chapter that hardly redounds to the 
credit of the Democratic standard- 
bearer. 

Joseph H. Keeney, a veteran and an 
inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at Santa 
Monica, was well acquainted with 
George Brinski, whom Cleveland hired 
to goin his place tothe war, and was 
with the former when he died, some 
years ago, and listened to the story 
that fell from the dying man’s lips, and 
conveyed his last messages.to his few re- 
maining friends. . 

In Mr. Keeney’s language the tale is 
given as told toa Times reporter - yes- 
terday. He said: 

‘‘When I went to the New York State 
Soldiers’ Home at Bath, in February of 


1887, I became acquainted with 
George Brinski, Cleveland’s substi- 
tute in the late civil war. I 


was placed in the same ward, just three 
cots from him. I became quite 
intimate with him and learned his 
whole history. " He was a Pole by: birth 
and hadspent muchof his life asa 
sailor on the great lakes of America, 
until the war broke out, when he had 
hired himself to gointo the conflict as 
Cleveland’s substitute. 

He was a well-educated man, but sick- 
ness had made him too nervous to use a 
pen, and I was frequently called upon 
to write his letters. He related to me 
how he had been hired by Cleveland 
to go to the war for a considera- 
tion of $300, only one-half which 
amount Cleveland had paid him 
at the time, claiming that he was hard 
pressed for money, and promising to 
pay the balance when the war was over, 
which he never did. 

‘‘Brinski was in very bad health, and 
at his request I wrote three letters to 
Cleveland asking for the money due, 
but to one only did Brinski receive a re- 
ply, and that was a curt announcement 
that Cleveland owed him nothing. I 
wrote again for Brinski, asking Cleve- 
land, who was then President, for some 
menial position about the Capitol, 
which Brinski was desirous of getting 
so that he might be able to support him- 
self, but to that appeal from the sick 
man did Grover also turn a deaf ear. 

‘Asa final resort Brinski requested 
me to write to the President asking 
that his petition for a pension might be 
fayorably considered,’ but all to no 

avail. 

“Cleveland came several times within 
a few miles of the home when Brinski 
lay ill, but never condescended to call 
and see the man whom he had so heart- 
lessly misused. 

. ‘‘We made upa purse among the 
Grand Army men of the post to send 
Brinski to St. Louis when Cleveland 


‘was there, but in September he was 


takeh witha final hemorrhage of the 
lungs and died.
